Washington, June 14.—Nearly com- 
plete reports to the provost marshal 
general's office show that 744,865 
young Americans who have become of 
age during the past year. registered 
for military service on June 5. This is 
266,724 below the estimate of thr cen- 
sus bureau, but.since more than 200,- 
000 unregistered 2li-vear-olds already 
heve enlisted in the army, na.\y or 
marine corps, the military authorities 
find the result entirely sa‘*istaectery. 

Army ond navy estimates place the 
number of 21-year-old men enlisted at 
208,588. This figure combines witn the 
failing off in alien registration gives 
a total of 353,686, which means that 
census bureau apparently missed the 
number of eligibles by only 13,000. 

“It is confidently believed that. this 
number will be made up by belated 
registrations, yet to be heard from, in- 
cluding among them the registration of 
absentees which is accomplished by 
mail,” said a statement issued by Pro- 
vost Marshal General Crowder in giv- 
ing out figures on the basis of reports 
to date.

St. Paul, Minn., June 14.—A demand 
that the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany “abide by the decision of the na- 
tional war labor board that operators 
be given the right to join unions,” was 
made today, according to announce- 
ment here tonight by S. J. Konenkamp, 
president of the Commercial Telegra- 
phers’ Union of America. The demand 
was. made by the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers, Mr. Konenkamp said, 
adding that the two “unions will! stand 
together in the struggle against the 
Western Union.” 

The time limit for meeting the de- 
mand expires at noon tomorrow, Mr. 
Konenkamp said. 

The railroad telegraphers’ organiza- 
tion represents more than 30,000 oper- 
ators, who handle much Western Union 
business, he declared. He announced 
he was pleased with the action of the 
Postal Telegraph company in agreeing 
not to discharge operators who belong 
to a union, and with the stand of Pres- 
ident Wilson, as announced in let- 
ters to the telegraph companies. 

“If this system is followed by rein- 
statement of the 300 or more employees 
who were discharged-in -violation of 
President Wilson’s: proclamation, and if 
they are reimbursed for time lost, our 
trouble with the Postal company will 
be ended,” said. Mr. Konenkamp. . “In

“On the remainder of the front the 
fighting activity revived only intermit- 
tently. The increased artillery activ- 
ity has been kept up on the battlefield 
southwest of Noyon. In the neighbor- 
hood of Courcelles and Mery, aswell as 


of the Oise, the enemy renewed his 
counter attacks, but was repulsed with 
heavy losses.” 

“On both sides of the road between 
Soissons and Villers Cotterets we pene- 
trated into the forest of Villers Cot- 
terets. 

“Since May 27 the army of General 
von Boehm has captured more than 
730 guns. This increased the number 
of guns brought in by the army group 
of the German crown prince’ since 
May 27 to 1,050. 

“Twenty-eight enemy airplanés were 
shot down yesterday. The losses of 
the enemy’s air forces on the German 
front for the month of May amounts 
to sixty-three captive balloons and 413 
airplanes. Of the airplanes, 223 fell 
behind our lines and the rest on other 
side of the enemy’s positions. We have 
lost in air fighting 180 airplanes and 
twenty-eight captive balloons.”’

Washington, June 14.—The senate 


considered its vote of earlier in the 
day, for a favorable report on the pro- 
posal of Senator Jones, of Washington, 


and decided to hold hearings on the 
amendment. The committee, however, 
Sustained its former action in elim- 
inating from ‘the emergency agricul- 
tural appropriaiion bill the Randall 
prohibition amendment. 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, act- 
ing chairman of the committee, an- 
nounced that the hearings will open 
next Monday and continue until pos- 
sibly Wednesday, after which the com- 
mittee will determine what action it 
will take on the Jones amendment, 
which would forbid the use of grain 
and foodstuff in the manufacturing of 
malt or vinous’ liquors during the war. 

Several members of the committee, 
including Senator Norris, of Nebras- 
Ka, are said to be of the opinion that 
thé amendment would be unconstitu- 


tional. If the committee desides to 
reject it, Senator Norris plans to offer 
a substitute. 

Rejection of the Randall amendment 
is understood to have been unanimous. 
Under its provision, expenditure of ap- 
proximately $6,000,000 provided in the 
agricultural appropriation bill would 
have been. prevented unless President 
Wilson exercised the powers conferred 
on him under the food control act and 
issued a proclamation prohibiting the 
use of foodstuffs in’ the production of 
beer or wine. 

The committee dlso eliminated from 
the bill the house provision prohibiting 
the use of any money appropriated in 
the measure to any employee of draft 
age in the department of agriculturds 
who had been given deferred classi- 
fication. Representatives of the de- 
partment at a hearing before the com- 
mittee yesterday vigorously objected to 
this ction, declaring no exemption 
from military service had been asked 
for any employee whose services were 
not absolutely necessary.

It dealt 
largely, except for the regular routine 
matters, with the effects of the war 
on the institution, the share the insti- 
tution has had in war activities and 
with the matter of education for 
women. 

The attendance report indicated a 
falling off from the preceding year, 
709 compared with 737 the year before 
—but 78 of this number took the spe- 
cial course in preparation for the quar- 
termaster service in the army. Many 
students left to go into the war; some 
left to take the place. of older broth- 
ers who had gone. Many interrup- 
tions occurred by reason of war con- 
ditions, but on the whole the year’s 
work was satisfactory. 

About 30 men went to the fourth of- 
ficers’ training camp in May; 130 left 
the list of June for Plattsburg, the 
junior training camp. The senior and 
junior clases, therefore, suffered; but 
the freshmen class has bgen a large 
More than thirty of the members 
of the faculty of the university and 
State College of Agriculture are in the 
army, in Y. M. C, A. work, or in gov- 
ernment war activity service in other 
forms, 

The training of 250 men in carpen-

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CRITICAL PONT REACHED, 
ACCORDING 10. ASQUITH 


But He Says Nothing Has Hap- 
pened to Weaken British 
Resolution. 


London, June 14.—Former Premier 
Asquith, who, since his name was 
drawn into the Pemberton-Billing trial 
recently, has received many tokens of 
sympathy from his countrymen of all 
shades of politics, today was accorded 
a great reception when he appeared as 
@ guest at the luncheon of the Ald- 
wych club, an organization of adver- 
tising men. 

The former premier said there was no 
use in cloaking the fact, or minimiz- 
ing its gravity, that the allies had 
reached a most critical point in the 
fortunes of war. But nothing that had 


happened on the western front since 
the last week of March, he added, 
would in the slightest degree weaken 
British determination to press on to 
the final accomplishment of their aims. 


Mr. Asquith paid a tribute to the 
Anglo-French armies that have been 
fighting since thew opening of the sum- 
mer campaign, and whose retirement, 


he declared, “has been conducted with 
coolness, gallantry and unfailing readi- 
ness to take advantage of every op- 
portunity to counter attack, which 
have never been surpassed, if equalled, 
in the annals of warfare.” 

The ex-premier said the entry of 
America in the conflict, coupled with 
other phases of the world war, had in- 
troduced newer methods. 

“Whatever else might-happen in the 
future, all must realize that the old 
diplomatic machine, however honora- 
bly and skilfully worked, is a thing 
of the past,’’ he asserted. “It is our 
determination, to provide against a re- 
currence of the horrors ‘which have 
scourged mankind and devastated the 
world, notonly by repression @nd pun- 
ishment, but by bringing into life and 
into effective action to co-operate 
judgment conscious of common interest 
and common duty and subject to the 
= force of the whole civilized 
world.”

economics and who are now teaching in 
every part of Georgia, because the G. N, 
& I. C. is a legal part of the university, 
for all these reasons we naturally thought 
that it would be most economical, most 
reasonable and most economical, most 
econlomics extension work for women should 
be carried on with headquarters at the G. 
N. & I. C. in co-operation with the agri- 
cultural college. 

‘When the matter was being generally 
discussed by members of the legislature 
in 1917 your board met and passed a reso- 
lution requesting us to withhold any Dill 
asking for a division of the Smith-Lever 
fund with the G. N. & I. C., and prom- 
lsing through your chairman a 
conference looking toward an amicable, 
just and satisfactory adjustment. At first 
the board and friends of the college were 
divided in opinion concerning your resolu- 
tion, but finally the friends of the G. N. 
& I. C. in the legislature were notified not 
to push the Smith-Lever matter before the 
legislature at that time, and they complied. 

‘‘Nevertheless, the house afterw&rds pass- 
ed a bill for the G. N. & I. C. to have a 
part’ of the Smith-Lever money. As our 
board had conformed to your resolution the 
bill was amended the next day giving the 
G. N. & I. C. Georgia extension money in- 
stead of Smith-Lever United States money. 
To avoid misunderstanding and to avoid 
friction, we now come again as your chair- 
man suggested, and we urge as a policy 
good for the G. N. & I. C., and, we believe, 
good for the agricultural college and good 
for the university itself and good for the 
state that the Smith-Lever co-operative 
extension work in home economics be Car- 
ried on in co-operation with the agricul- 
tural college, with headquarters for the 
women’s work at the G. N. & I. .C. at 
| Milledgeville—at the college which was the 
pioneer institution for home economics in 
Georgia.

plan may be arranged whereby friction may 
be avoided by the elimination of unneces- 
sary Guplication of the work first promoted 

r the Georgia Normal and Industrial col- 
lege.’

FAITH IN FOCH UNSHAKEN. 


Although no intelligent, observant and 
well-posted citizen needed it, the statements 
of Secretary Baker and Frank H. Simonds, 
in The Constitution yesterday morning, 
clearly prove the utter absurdity of the Von 
Stein declaration that a great part of Gen- 
eralissimo Foch’s forces have been annihi- 
lated, and that his reserve strength no lon- 
ger exists as a result of the Hun drive to 
date. 

Secretary Baker says that that declara- 
tion is simply “the opinion of General 
Stein.” 

We do not believe that it Is. 

We do not believe that General Stein or 
any other German commander, or any other 
German citizen having.access to informa- 
tion, has or can have any such an opinion. 

We do believe, on the other hand, that it 
is nothing more nor less than one of two 
things: Either a bit of purposeful and in- 
spired misrepresentation on the part of the 
Prussian war lords designed to bolster inter- 
nal morale in Germany and at the same time 
depress uninformed citizens of the countries 
arrayed against the central powers; or else 
that it is a known untruth uttered as Von 
Stein’s opinion in much the same spirit as 
that actuating the small boy in the dark 
woods when he whistles to keep from be- 
coming panic-stricken by the gloom. 

There is nothing in the whole statement 
of General von Stein that should give con- 
cern to any enemy of the Hun. In fact, it is 
not worth bothering about. 

Everybody knows that it is only another 
of those “mace-in-Germany” things to which 
the world has become so accustomed since 
the Mad Mullah of Berlin started to run 
amuck almost four years ago; and it is 
worthy attention in this country only in so 
far as it tends to reveal the full degree of 
Prussian hopciessness. 

Secretary er spoke the exact truth, 
and the sentiment of every American, when 
he said: ‘The confidence of the American 
people in General Foch remains unshaken!”’ 

That is true; and it is enough. 


THE TEACHERS’ PAY. 


Whatever else it has done, is doing or 
may do, the school investigation already 
has served a helpful purpose in centering 
public attention upon the glaring injustices 
Atlanta’s teachers are and for years have 
been suffering in the matter of compensa- 
tion. 

The investigation has not gone far as yet, 
but far enough to convince any fair-minded 
fitizen that our teachers are not getting a 
square deal. They have not been, in fact, 
for some years preceding the war, and cer- 
tainly they have not since the opening of 
the war and the accompanying kiting of 
living cost. 

It would be unfair at this time to saddle 
the board of education with odium because 
the teachers’ salary scaie has not been kept 
abreast the times; but certainly Atlanta can 
hope for nothing even approaching an ade- 
quate school system until it invokes a policy 
which will make for contentment and heart 
on the part of its teachers. 

No teacher can render efficient service 
so long as she is floundering in financial 
perplexities; so long as she feels that she 
is not appreciated by her emplever; so long 
as she is subjected to a policy which she 
feels is one of “get all you can for as little 
as possible,” and so long as she is con- 
gstantly on the lookout for an opportunity to 
change to an occupation carrying a salary 
somewhere commensurate with the cost of 
living. 

For that reason, Atlanta’s policy in this 
respect is decidedly destructive of morale 
in the teaching force, and immeasurably 
| expensive in child welfare. 

That Atlanta’s teachers are inadequately

compensated woefully so! — admits of no 

That many of our best teachers have 
resigned during the current year on that 
account—because of the sheer necessity of 
their getting employment spaying them a 
living wage—and that they are dropping out 
of the school service here as fast as better 
positions can be found, likewise is a proven 
fact. 

That if this unrest and dissatisfaction 
continues the time will come when Atlanta 
parents might as well keep their children in 
the peaceful, “nerveless” precincts of the 
home—better, in fact, for the children’s 
welfare, than to keep them under the con- 
trol of dissatisfied and worried teachers— 
that also is beyond the pale of argument. 


The school teacher is the most impor- 
tant and most valuable employee of the 
public. More depends upon her—not today, 
perhaps, but tomorrow, when the children 
of today are men and women—than upon 
any other public servant. The mayor or 
the chief of police or the public works com- 
missioner might commit a grievous error, 
but his successor could correct it, and no 
lasting harm would result. But “as the 
twig is bent the tree is inclined;” and the 
character of training the youngster receives 
today is going to affect his entire career 
and the character of his citizenship. 

It would be hard, indeed, to place a mon- 
etary value upon the services of a good 
school teacher; and one that is not a good 
one should never be permitted in the school 
room! 

Atlanta’s teachers unquestionably rank 
high in point of efficiency. They have done 
surprisingly good work. They ought to be 
paid commensurately. 

If the citizens of the city demanded that 
they be paid commensurately, whatever ‘the 
school board might say, that would be done, 
because the school board is in office to 
carry out the people’s will. 

It would be, let us repeat, unfair at this 
time to blame the school board for the mis- 
erably low salaries paid our teachers, but 
the investigation has brought out one ap- 
parent injustice which éssentially is a mat- 
ter of school administration policy and noth- 
ing else. That is, the policy of distributing 
the teacher’s pay over a period of twelve, 
instead of ten, months. It is wrong and 
unfair, and destructive of harmony and good 
will. 

Certainly, in light of the disclosures to 
date, resulting from this investigation, the 
people of Atlanta are going to insist upon 
at least two vital changes in our school 
policy: First, that the teachers be given 
more pay-——enough more at least to put 
them on an equality with other municipal 
employees; and, second, that this indefen- 
sible twelve-monthly-instalments policy be 
thrown into the discard. 


JAILS FOR SALE. 


“The next day after Bristol, Tennessee, 
went dry, the city officials offered the new 
jail for sale.”’ 

That significant paragraph has been 
going the rounds, with editorial comment 
like this, from The Commerce (Ga.) News: 


“Facts like that give the liquor head- 
quarters and the fellow who said prohibi- 
tion wouldn't prohibit, cold feet.’’ 

While the advertised sale of “a brand- 
new jail,” under the new conditions, mignt 
be considered a folly of faith in expecting 
too much, all at once, “of a good thing,” it 
serves to illustrate the feeling of the people, 
and their confidence in future good resuits 
to the community. 

And it isn’t the first instance of “dry- 
town” authorities putting a useless jail up 
at auction! 

In pretty much all territory where liquor 
has been banned by prohibition laws, the 
people realize that they will have to con- 
tend with the “tiger,” but the battle proper 
has been won, and there is only outside 
skirmishing to round up the lawless ele- 
ment, 

And where the Law takes hold in earn- 
est, and gives the violators the limit of sen- 
tence, just so surely will the “tiger” be 
tained, and put out of business altogether. 

With more jails to the scrap pile, we'll 
be getting pretty close to the millennium! 
But there is no doubt that, under widely 
prohibitive laws, there will be more room 
than will be needed in prison pens through- 
out the country. 

The faith of one town in a brighter 
future, from a moral and commercial stand- 
point, with whisky to the discard, is based 
on the experience of others. 

And there ig nothing like “folly” in that 
faith! 


READY FOR ALL. 


When Uncle Sam doesn’t see what he 
wants to help on the war work, he has only 
to indicate that something is lacking to have 
that “something” supplied. 

And he invariably gets more than he 
asks for! 

The spirit of the people is to lose sight 
of any “hurt” in helpfulness, for that isn’t 
considered at all if the need is great enough 
to warrant the asking that much be given. 

The patriotic feeling as to this is summed 
up in a sentence from an editorial in The 
Darien (Ga.) Gazette: 

“We are willing and ready to comply 
with any request that our government 
makes of ug because we know our gov- 
ernment will make no request we cannot 
comply with.”

Holmes to Hold Meetings 
In Interest of New Building 


On account of the inadequate size of main 
buildings of the Holmes institute erected in 
1917, and the large number of moneyless 
colored boys and girls who made applica- 
tions last term to enter and learn a useful 
trade and were turned away, Professor B. 
R. Holmes, président of Holmes institute, 
and one of the most conservative leaders of 
his race, will make a tour in the north and 
east to solicit funds to erect a $25,000 build- 
ing for Holmes institute. The proposed 
building would accommodate 1,000 colored 
boys and girls. More than one-half of the 
necessary amount has been subscribed by 
the leading white citizens of Atlanta and 
the south on the condition that a similar 
amount be raised. 

Professor Holmes will hold educational 
mass meetings in Pittsburg, Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston. His first lecture will 
be deMvered in Willberforce university, 
Xenia, Ohio, before the bishops’ council, gen- 
eral officers and leading ministers of the 
United States, Africa and South America. 
He has also accepted special invitations to 
deliver lectures urging the negroes to be 
loyal to the government, buy Liberty Bonds, 
War Savings Stamps and help win the war. 
On his way south he will stop in Washing- 
ton and confer with the educational bureau 
of the United States on the condition of the 
negro schools in the south.

‘HEALTH TALKS 


FICTION VS. FAOT. 


In fiction when it is necessary to revive 
one of the important characters in @ great 
hurry there is always the flask, from which 
a long draught suffices to put the mortally 
injured hero once more in action. The mirac- 
ulous stimulating effect of whisky or brandy 
is really never so prompt or certain as in a 
good romance. On the contrary, an expe~ 
rienced surgeon would never approve an 
emergency dose of whisky In a case of shock 
from injury. 

The effect of alcoho! is not exactly what 
the fiction makers would have readers think. 
Its action is depressing to the heart from 
first to last. Under a good dose of whisky 
or brandy the heart beats faster. In former 
times this may have been misinterpreted as 
stimulation. We know today that a rapid 
heart is rather a weak heart. In shock the 
pulse is rapid and weak. Another effect of 
whisky is temporary lowering of the tension 
or presaure of the blood in the arteries. In 
shock, fainting, sollapse or heart failure one 
of the most serious features is fall of the 
blood pressure. So whisky is a bad thing in 
such cases, gs every competent surgeon well 
knows. 

A drink of hot strong coffee or tea is far 
superior to alcohol as a quick stimulant. 
A dose of aromatic spirits of ammonia, per- 
haps half a teaspoonful in a few spoonfuls 
of cold water, is a very useful, though fleet- 
ing, stimulant in cases of fainting or sud- 
den collapse. 

A person shocked by injury or even Dy 
great fright (and fright is an important fac- 
tor of shock in most cases) is pale, cold, 
nearly if not quite insensible, limp, probably 


covered with cold clammy sweat; the pulse 
is so small and rapid that a novice will 


scarcely be able to feel it at all; the pupils 
are widely dilated; the breathing is very 
shallow. The best remedy is warmth applied 
to the hands, feet and body. The head must 
not be raised, but rather kept low and the 
body or at least the legs raised to aid re- 
turn of blood from the extremities. If the 
person can swallow, either aromatic spirits 
of ammonia, or a little strong hot tea or 
coffee may be given, preferably from a spoon 
without raising head, or from an invalid 
feeding cup. 

It is a genera) rule of first aid !n all 
cases to give no whisky or brandy. Because 
this is done in fiction that does not make it 
right in real life.

From Georgia politics to cornfield peas 
is a long way— 

And perhaps what I am going to write 
is not apropos to this column— 

Anyway, there are thousands of farmers 
in Georgia who will go to the polls and 
vote straight and vote right in September 
who are thinking more about their pea crops 
now than about ‘the candidates for the United 
States senate-— 

And I am going to make a plea for the 
field pea.

The Constitution {is informed that the 
United States auartermaster’s supply and 
subsistence department has agreed to reopen 
the question of naming field peas in the 
army rations. 

It will be recalled that, for some reason, 
though navy beans were given a piace of 
high honor, this great southern farm prod- 
uct, that has the navy bean beat a block as 
to food value, has been denied a place on the 
soldiers’ menu. 

The Georgia memb@rs 
the matter up vigorously. The Georgia state 
bureau of markets, through Director Jack- 
son, supplemented the work of the delega- 
tion. The Washington officials were put on 
notice that the field pea deserved and should 
have a hearing-— 

And the pea, that dear old cornfield prod- 
uct so relished by all of us who Know and 
appreciate its true worth, is now coming 
in,for a justification— 

And soldiers will soon 
peas! Mark the prediction! 


South’s Field Pea 
Vs. Navy Bean. 

I have made some tInvestigation— 

In digestible nutrient in 100 pounds navy 
beans contain 18.8 per cent of crude protein, 
51.3 per carbo-hydrates, 0.8 per cent 
fat; total, 71.9 per cent. The fleld peas, on 
the other hand, contain 19.4 per cent of 
crude protein, 54.5 per cent carbo-hydrates 
and 1.1 per cent fat——a total of 76.4 per cent. 

From this it will be perceived that the 
field pea surpasses the bean in digestible 
nutrients on the three constituents. 

An investigation will establish the fact 
that the field pea is much easier prepared 
for consumption, requires less cooking, and 
has been one of the main articles of food in 
the rural south for centuries. 

Notwithstanding the advantage of the pea 
over the bean, the field pea can be purchased 
by the government at a price around 56 cents 
a pound, whereas the bean is probably cost- 
ing from 10 to 12 cents a pound. 

It is impossible to predicate any accurate 
estimate on the quantity of peas now being 
held, but I believe it to be within the bounds 
of reason to state that the stock will prob- 
ably run twenty-five million pounds. 

- This shows that an article of food adapted 
even to export can be supplied to the gov- 
ernment at a cost of less than 50 per cent 
of the beans now used, and will at the same 
time save southern farmers a loss of several 
million dollars, which in turn might, of 
course, react and cause them to curtail their 
cultivation of future food crops. 

By all means let's keep the fight up until 
the war department puts the good old field 
pea of the south in the army pantry. The

MARRIED REGISTRANTS 
T0 BE RECLASSIFIED 


Weddings Since May 18, 1917, 
Will Not Give Deferred 
Classification. 


There will at once be a complete 
reclassification of registrants under the 
selective service act who have been 
placed in deferred classes on the 
grounds of marriage. 

The orders from the provost marshal 
general are for the purpose of unifying 
the system, so that all boards may have 
a fixed basis to work upon in classify 
ing. 

No registrant who has attained the 
age of 21 since June 5, 1917, and who 


registered for the first time on June 56 


last, will be deferred in classification 
by reason of a wife taken since the 
resolution requiring his registration, 
January 15, 1918. No other rregistrant 
who has married since May 18, 1917, 
will be given deferred classification on 
account of dependency unless the de- 
pendent be a child. 

The full orders covering these cases 
follow: 


Rule 5-A—The fact of dependency result- 
ing from the marriage of a registrant who 
has become 21 years of age since June 5. 
1917, and who hus married since the date of 
the introduction of the joint resolution in 
congress requiring his registration, to-wit, 
January 15, 1918, will be disregarded as a 
ground for deferred classification. 

Rule 6-B-—-If a registrant who has attain- 
ed the age of 21 since June 6&6, 1917, and 
who has contracted marriage subsequent to

WEEK IN COTTON 


Disposition to Sell on Bear- 
ish Crop Reports Has Been 
Restrained by Firm Spot 
Markets and ‘Trade De- 
mand. 


New York, June 14.—The cotton mar- 
ket has been rather nervous and ir- 
regular during the past week, with 
fluctuations suggesting an unsettled 
sentiment around the ring. At times 
there has ,evidently been a disposition 
to sell on bearish crop advices, while 
there have been rallies on bullish re- 
ports from the spot markets, and the 
appearance of a moderate demand from 
trade sources on the setbacks. 

During the earlier part of the week 
there appéared to be considerable con- 
fusion over .government price-fixing 
or control proposals in the goods trade. 
The feeling in some quarters appeared 
to be that the plans for regulation in 
Pthe goods market contemplated action 
of some sort with reference to raw. 
materials. Later such apprehensions 
were relieved to some extent by more 
detailed accounts, suggesting that the 
object was to hold prices for staple 
goods “~within a reasonable margin of 
raw material and other costs of pro- | 
duction, and that prices would be fixed | 
only for short periods based on the: 
then prevailing value of raw cotton. 

The weekly report of the weather 
bureau proved more favorable - than 
expected, but contained mention of boll 
weevil in Alabama, Georgia and Missis- 
sippi, which served to emphasize the 
uncertainties of the growing season. 
There had been a feeling in some quar- 
ters that owing to the severe winter, 
insect pests would be less in evidence 
this season, and prospects for damage 
from that source later on, led to some 
covering. 

There were also reports on Thursday 
of an increasing trade demand: both 
for spot cotton and early new crop de- 
liveries, which was accompanied by| 
trade buying of October around the lo- 
cal ring. The demand of that sort 
was less in evidence yesterday, how- 
ever, and the somewhat improved busi- 
ness reported in the goods market has 
been chiefly in fine goods, specialties or 
for delivery this side of next October. 

Two private mid-month reports have 
been published, one making the condi- 
tion 86 and the other 83.3, with the 
latter pointing to an increase of 3.8 
per cent in aqreage and present crop 
indications of 14,781,000 bales, exclud- 
ing linters.

(From Harper’s Magazine.) 

The kaiser is opposed to all parties 
irrespective of their objects; for, how 
ever organized and whatever its aims, 
@ political party exists for the purpose 
of making effective the views of its 
own merbers. When many parties ex- 
ist, there is, of necessity, a division, 
and a consequent weakening of the na- 
tional force. What William II. desires 
i@ the total abolition of political parties 
and unrestricted direction of the empire 
by himself. 

At the very commencement of his 
reign William II. openly declared his 
position on this subject and endeavored 
to impress it upon the nation. The 
German people, he announced, consti- 
tute one great family, of which their 
eovereign is the father. Nothing can be 
more lamentable than family disputes. 
Nin ig can be avoided only when the 

ead, the sovereign, decides every ques- 
tion. “It is one of the great merits 
of my ancestors,” he said to the depu- 
ties Of Brandenburg, in 1891, “that they 
have never belonged to a party, that 
they have ors been above all par- 
ties and that they have succeeded in! 
making them work together for the 
common good.” In 189¥, at Hamburg, 
. ing of the needs of hational unity 
of action, he gaid: “This. sentiment 
spreads but slowly among the German 
people who, unfortunately, spend their 
forces too freely in party conflicts. It 
is with profound disquietude that I 
have observed what slow progress is 
made in Germany by interest in the 
@feat questions which etir the world, 
apd in the comprehension of them. 


. « «+ It requires from me and from 
my government strenuous efforts, which 
can prove successful only if the Ger- 
mans are all behind us, renouncing the 
divisions of party.”

Carroll Lattimer, of counsel for Pro- 
fessor Dykes, arose and said: “We are 
not.surprised at Major Guinn’s action, 
and we do not plead surprise, but, 
gentlemen of this cemmittee, your du- 
ties have been given you by the city 
council, and that duty does not relate 
to one man; it is a duty. to the children 
of this city, and I solemnly assert 
that it is your duty to continue the 
investigation, just as it was at first 
projected, with all parties concerned. 
Charges have been made in the news- 
papers declaring Major Guinn is a 
kaiser, and other allegations with ref- 
erence to his conduct of»school affairs 
have been pwblished that should *be 
probed to the bottom. Major Guinn’s 
resignation will be transmitted to 
council, but how are we to know that 
council will accept it. He should not 
be allowed to get out of this investiga- 
tion in this manner. We don’t know 
the possible ramifications of this 
move. | 

“There are ‘tricks that are vain, and 
politics is dark,’” paraphrased _ the 
lawyer. “We can’t be sure that Major 
Guinn is not still dominating this board 
until he has officially stepped down 
and out,” continued Mr. Lattimer, “and 
we want all these ladies who have come 
here to testify to be allowed to get on 
the stand. Of course, we have noth- 
ing personal against Major Guinn, but 
a@ system is under investigation, and 
Major Guinn has been said to dominate 
that system.” . 

Attorney Linton Hopkins, also of 
counsel for Professor Dykes, arose at 
this point and said: ‘Major Guinn is 
but a product of the system, and we 
want to show what one man can do 
under a system.

Mr. Ellis, in support of the argument

$30,000 a year through the absences of 
teachers from work. 

Miss Ella Smiley, principal of North 
avenue, stated that the teachers were 
dissatisfied principally because they 
were not appreciated. The teacher is 
but little bélow the mother, said she, 
and should be appreciated. 

Testimony was heard from Lula 
Kingsberry, principal of English Ave- 
nue school, who stated substantially the 
same thing as others had said with ref- 
erence to the dissatisfaction of teachers. 
She said, however, that she had received 
fair and courteous treatment.

preme court of Georgia yesterday in 
upholding the Fulton county superior 
court, which ruled against Asa G. 
Candler in his petition for an injunction 
against the Georgia Theater company 
to stop moving pictures at the Forsyth 
theater. 

The injunction was sought on the 
grounds that the Georgia Theater com- 
pany was not carrying out its contract 
with Mr. Candler, which specified that 
the Forsyth should ‘be operated as a 
firss-class theater, catering to the 
best class of people. 

In the lengthy decision that was 
handed down by the court, in which al) 
the justices concurred, the supreme 
court held that whfle the motion pic- 
ture business was far from being first- 
class in 1908, the date of the contract, 
improvements made since that time 
warranted that it be given that dis- 
tinction, and pointed qut that during 
the term of the contract and prior to 
1917, the Forsyth had run pictures in 
connection with its vaudeville bill, and
